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‘State farms Owner says hel |New senator ‘Hennin 


Poverty War 
battleground’ 


California’s major battleground 
in the war on poverty is in farm 
labor, the California Labor Fed- 
eration declared at its conven- 
tion in San Francisco. 

And that fight can’t be won 
until big farm corporations are 
made to recognize that “the pri- 
mary responsibility to attract an 
adequate and stable labor supply 
belong to the employer,” a state- 
ment of policy adopted by dele- 
gates said. 


The statement said the “root 
cause” of the so-called farm la- 
bor shortage in California lies 
“in the very elementary fact 
that... agriculture’s wages and 
fringe benefits, due to its vir- 
tually unlimited Bracero supply, 
are only one-third those offered 
to assembly ‘line workers.” 
‘ABSURD CONTENTION’ 

The statement refuted the 
“absurd contention” put forth by 
the corporation farmers that 
domestic labor won’t do farm 
work. 


It pointed out that close to 80 
per cent of the 309,000 hired 
workers in the state’s agricul- 
ture at the season’s peak last 
year were California residents — 
“despite the deplorable condi- 
tions that prevail.” 

Delegates said there was “ab- 
solutely nothing different about 
agriculture” to warrant a dif- 
ferent set of standards for its 
workers from those in other in- 
dustries. 


$1.05, ANYONE? 

“It is the most apparent thing 
in the world,” the statement said, 
“that no more than a handful of 
workers would be available to 
any manufacturer opening a 
plant... at $1.05 an hour... 
without any fringe benefits or 
unemployment insurance cover- 
age.” 

The statement called for fed- 
eral and state legislators to pass 
laws to implement the right of 
farm workers to organize and 
enjoy the benefits of collective 
bargaining, as well as receive 
unemployment insurance, min- 
imum wage coverage, Social Se- 
curity, adequate sanitation, 
proper housing and other pro- 
tections. 

It pledged “fullest possible co- 
operation” with the AFLCIO Ag- 
ricultural Workers Organizing 
Committee. 


AFLCIO VICE PRESIDENT Lee 
Minton of the Glass Bottle Blow- 
ers, who headed the Labor Com- 
mittee for Rockefeller during 
primary campaigns, has called 
for the defeat of Senator Barry 
Goldwater in November.

Treasurer I, O. (Al) Chamorro 
and Business Representative 
John A. Monte Jr, of Local 134 
asked for help in manning the 
picket line. 

Monte told the Central Labor 
Council Monday night that the 
owner changed his phone to un- 
listed, and he is checking reports 
that the shop is being sold. He 
emphasized it is still operating 
non-union, though. 

Besides charging non-union 
prices, the shop has been violat- 
ing union hours and the union 
work week by staying open seven 
days a week and evenings.

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Braden, ‘brown shirts,’ 
education--& the Trib 


An editorial in Sunday's Oakland Tribune takes Thomas 
W. Braden, president of the State Board of Education, to task 
for his talk before the California Labor Federation convention. 

The Tribune says editorially that Braden made statements 
he should be called upon to prove. But in doing so, it got its 
own facts mixed up, accidentally or otherwise. 

Among other things, the Tribune accused Braden of saying 
things he didn’t say. 

Braden is accused of (we quote) “an almost hysterical 
defense of so-called ‘progressive education’ against which there 
has been a sensible revolt by those most directly interested in 
a child’s education — the parents.” 

The fact is the bulk of Braden’s talk was devoted to telling 
how the State Board of Education had carried out a sensible 
revolt AGAINST “progressive education” — at least its unde- 
sirable leftovers. We use the term ‘‘undesirable leftovers” ad- 
visedly, for the progressive educators lost their main battle 
for California's schools many, many years ago. 

Perhaps the real reason for the Tribune’s misplaced 
editorial wrath is Braden’s attack on his ultra-conservative 
Opponents. 

These “kooks,” with whom the Trib makes common cause, 
have masked a drive to make California schools propaganda 
mills for their ultra-conservative political philosophy with phony 
diatribes against ‘‘progressive education.” 

The general publilc, unfortunately, has been eager to ac- 
cept a scapegoat for the shortcomings of its schools. This is 
one reason Dr. Max Rafferty was elected state superintendent 
of public instruction two years ago. People were dissatisfied 
and eager to swallow a simple panacea for all ills, which Dr. 
Rafferty and the “kooks” preached. 

The same “kooks” engineered the Goldwater takeover 
of the Republican Party. The Tribune’s William F. Knowland, 
of right-to-work fame, was a midwife at the birth of this tragic 
monstrosity. 

Could be this is why the Tribune is so sensitive when 
Braden says the “Go Back Movement” in California education 
is masterminded by a coalition of “the malefactors of great 
wealth” and frustrated middle-class elements with the mentality 
of “brown shirts,” who use “the tactics of the John Birch So- 
ciety” in a ‘frank appeal of the white backlash.” 

It is the words “brown shirts,” undoubtedly, which make 
the Trib see red — if you'll pardon the expression. 

Even though Braden qualified the term considerably, any- 
one who watched the GOP convention and has followed his 
running debate with Dr. Rafferty on the subject can see what 
he is talking about. 

Braden’s speech should be widely circulated as a warning, 
instead of being ridiculed by a major newspaper. It is a warning 
not only what may happen to California's schools, but also what 
kind of people are clutching for power behind the Goldwater 
candidacy. It is an urgent warning that all Americans should 


heed. 


Monday night 


After writing the above — about Sunday's Tribune — we 
took a look at Monday night's paper. 

There's a front page piece by labor “expert” Victor Riesel, 
telling how the labor chieftans are masterminding the Demo- 
cratic convention. If our leaders had that much power, how 
come our program is blocked in Congress? 

Then there’s a headline heralding the impending split in 
the Democratic Party. Playing up the differences among Demo- 
crats won't make it so. Besides, the GOP is the party with the 
real unbridgable cleavage. 

Finally, there’s Monday's editorial. It singles out the labor 
movement for its opposition to the Bracero program, ignoring 
religious and humanitarian groups, and claims paying decent 
wages to farm workers would create inflation, ignoring repeated 
proof by labor that the price rise would be infinitesimal. 

We could write another long piece on any of these. But 
we won't get started again. Maybe we shouldn't expect better 
from the Goldwater Tribune.

Randolph explained that this 
10-state mountainland has been 
| cut off from the prosperous East 
and Middle West by the Appa- 
|lachian mountains that “form a 
wall broken only by the rivers 
and a few passages.” 


“The valleys are so narrow 
| that they limit the development 
of agriculture,” he observed. 
“However, in the early days 
when ours was an agricultural 
economy, you couldn’t see much 
| difference between these people 
and those elsewhere. Also, in the 
early days of industry, the exe 
|ploitation of coal and timber

ever, there are competitive probe 
lems with coal, and the timber is 
depleted.” 


Cooper noted that while the 
mountains are not the highest 
in the nation, they run North 
;and South in a long chain 
‘through Pennsylvania, eastern 
Ohio, West Virginia, eastern 
| Kentucky, Tennessee, parts of 
South Carolina, on into Georgia 
and Alabama, 

Randolph said that the Appa- 
jlachian Regional Development 
bill would provide 2,400 to 2,500 
{miles of development roads — 
some 500 in his state, West Vir- 
| ginia—which could bring people 
into the area, provide transpor- 
| tation so that diversified indus- 
try might be attracted, and draw 
tourists into “some of the most 
beautiful areas of the U.S.” 


The West Virginia senator said 
that “we need also to upgrade 
our educational system, develop 
| water resources, strengthen the 
|timber programs, encourage 
|Small farmers in development of 
| pasture lands to promote cattle 
raising, and develop health fae 
cilities.” 

“While all this is going on,” 
| Cooper added, ‘a lot of people 
| are still going to be out of work, 
‘unless they are trained. Grant 
training programs therefore 
have to be continued.” 
| Development of the area and 
|increasing the income of the 
people in it, he asserted, will 
help the whole nation by adding 
| to total purchasing power. 

The Appalachia legislation dif- 
fers from the anti-poverty pro- 
gram, Randolph ncted, in that 
it is concentrated in a specially 
|needy area.
